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PEPPER URGES

Only Dynamic Forces Can 
Keep Peace, He Asserts 

~ in Debate on Connally 
Proposal. 


SAYS STALIN WON'T 
WAIT ON THE SENATE 


Cites 9-Month League of 
Nations Discussion, Asks 
if We ‘Live in That 
Kind of World.’ 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 26 (AP).— 
Leading a drive for more specific 
commitments in the postwar reso- 
Jution now before the Senate, Sen- 
ator Pepper (Dem.), Florida, told 
his colleagues today that peace, 
once obtained, can be preserved 
only by “dynamic and not nega- 
tive forces.” ° 

“The world wants to know 
whether the Senate of the United 
States is going to obstruct the 


moral leadership of the nation in 
participation in world affairs,” he 
said 


Recalling that debate over the 
League of Nations lasted nine |. 
months after the last war, Pepper 
continued: 

“Do we live in that kind of a 
world now? Will Stalin wait nine 
months for the United States Sen- 
ate to make up its mind? No, Mr. 
President!” 

Plea by Mrs. Caraway. 

The Senate’s only woman mem- 
ber predicted on the second day 
of debate that adoption of the 
Connally resolution calling for post- 
war international co-operation 
would “postpone, if not forever 
banish, war from the world.” 

Asserting that “isolation for 
America is archaic,” Senator Hat- 
tie Caraway (Dem.), Arkansas, 
who has two sons in the service, 
told her colleagues: 

“It is imperative for the Senate 
to give prompt and overwhelming 
approval to the pending measiire.” 

She added she had “rfo doubt” 
the resolution would be approved. 

“When that is done,” she said, 
“the Congress will have placed it- 
self on record before history and 
the world as being in full sympa- 
thy with the principle of collective 
security. 

“It would indicate clearly tha 
here there is no great isolationist 
reaction against postwar co-opera- 
tion with the rest of the world to 
prevent war.... 

“If the Senate does this, there 
will be more reason to hope that 
tomorrow’s world will be made into 
a genuinely co-operative one in- 
stead of falling back into the dan- 
gerous old game of power politics,” 

“A Matter of Transportation.” 

Asserting that isolation is sim- 
ply a matter of transportation, she 
said “the day the first airplane 
crossed the ocean marked the end 
of the doubtful isolation whjch we 
once enjoyed.” 

“Today there are flying machines 
which can easily and speedily 
cross the ocean carrying death 
and destruction as their cargo,” 
she continued. “It is a wonder 
that the Capitol in which we serve 
has not suffered from German air 
raids.” 

Senator White (Rep.), Maine, a 
member of the subcommittee which 
drafted the resolution, warned that 
attempts to redraft the resolution 
on the floor would take the Sen- 
ate into “troubled waters.”

authorities questioned him again 
in Toronto. 

The Royal Canadian Air Force 


last night by Assistant: District At- 
torney John Loehr of New York 
but appeared unruffled when he 
eft police Héadquarters éfrly today 
to await further questioning. Loehr, 
who flew to Toronto from here, 
said he had detected scratches on 
Lonergan’s neck and chin, 

Deputy Chief Inspector Patrick 
Kenny of New York said: “We 
consider Wayne Lonergan a very 
likely suspect.” : 

To a question by a reporter as 
to whether he denied any connec- 
tion with the murder of his‘ wife, 
the 26-year-old student flyer said: 
“Ves,” 

Mrs. Lonergan, heiress to a 
$5,000,000 brewery fortune, was 
found dead Sunday, her unclad 
body sprawled across a bed in her 
lavishly decorated Beekman Hill 
apartment. A heavy, antique brass 
candlestick was found nearby on 
the floor. 

A medical examiner’s report said 
Mrs. Lonergan, who was separated 
from her husband, died at 10 a. m. 
Sunday. Death was due to batter- 
ing and strangulation, the report 
stated. 

Meanwhile, police here pressed 
their hunt for Lonergan'’g missing 
royal blue uniform and investigat- 
ed bloodstains found on the stair- 
case in Mrs. Lonergan’s $350-a- 
month apartment. 

When Toronto police found the 
young flyer in a second rate board- 
ing house yesterday, he was wear- 
ing civilian clothes. He told police 
his aircraftman, second class, uni- 
form was stolen while he was in 
New York over the week end. 

Jean Murphy Jaburg, 28, former 
actress, who was with Lonergan 
Saturday night here, told police 
that he wore his uniform then but 
had on an ill-fitting, gray civilian 
suit Sunday. She corroborated his 
explanation that the uniform had 
been stolen. She said, however, 
that she saw no scratch marks on 
his face. 

Assistant District Attorney Ja- 
cob Grumet said he was anxious 
to find the missing uniform. “It 
might tell quite a story,” he said.

National Package Drugs, Inc., a 
drug bottling and packing concern 
of 4204 North Union boulevard, 
was fined $2000 today by United 
States District Judge Rubey M., 
Hulen on the firm’s plea of no con- 
test on charges of adulterating and 
misbranding drugs shipped to 
Army camps. 

Russell Vandivort, assistant 
United States Attorney, told the 
court that the firm shipped to the 
Army 26,000 quarter-pound bottles 
of carbon tetrachloride of an_ in- 
ferior grade, not intended for hu- 
man consumption, but which was 
represented to be the top grade of 
the drug. He -explained. that the 
inferior grade sells for six cents 
a pound. The first grade sells for 
18 cents a pound, and that the 
firm stood to realize $786 in excess 
profits on the order, 

Vandivort explained that carbon 
tetrachloride is purchased by the 
Army to be administered to soldiers 
internally. He added that the 
United States Pharmacopoeia, 
which sets standards for drugs 
purchased by the military, speci- 


fies that only the first grade of}: 


carbon tetrachloride shall _ be 
bought by the Army for internal 
use, 

The National Package Drugs, 
Inc., was formerly the Missouri 
Products Co., Vandivort said,. aijd- 
ing that its president, Eugene J. 
Fishgall, pleaded guilty to adul- 
terating milk of magnesia in 1934 
and was fined $50, 

Victor Packman, attorney for the 
firm, told the court that the ship- 
ment of the inferior grade was 
made in error. He said National 
Package Drugs, Inc. bought the 
drugs from a wholesale drug con-

Melchen yesterday testified that 
he found burned hairs on de 
Marigny’s hands, arms and face, 
that the accused man could not 
produce the shirt he told of wear- 
ing the night of the killing, and 
that he told of hatred for Oakes, 
his : father-in-law. 

Callender opened up after Chief 
Justice Sir Oscar Bedford Daly 
read his longhand account of 
Melchen’s testimony, occasionally 
looking to the witness for con- 
firmation, 

Left His Notes in Miami. 

Questioning Melchen about burns 
on._ithe bedscreen, Callender 
brought out that the detective 
made notes during his investiga- 
tion, but left them in Miami. 

“Why didn’t you bring them?” 
the attorney demanded. 

“Because I was advised by the 
Honorable Attorney General (Eric 
Hallinan) that I would not be al-

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
THE SOUTHWEST PACIFIC, 
Oct. 26 (AP).—The Japanese air 
base at Rabaul, New Britain, has 
been completely overpowered and 


planes in four recent daylight as- 
saults by hundreds of Gen. Doug- 
las MacArthur’s bombers and 
fighters, 

Today’s communique disclosed 
the results of the third and fourth 
raids by nearly 300 planes Satur- 
day and Sunday—123 enemy air- 


craft destroyed and 45 others prob- 
ably destroyed. 

This mounting disaster at one 
of Japan’s main Southwest Pa- 
cific air strongholds over a. 12-day 
period, from Oct. 12 to 24, has 
been’ achieved at a price of only 
12 raiders, Two Lightning fight- 
and two Mitchell bombers were 
lost in the latest attacks but both 
fighter pilots and the crew of one 
bomber were saved, 

Two-Week Toll of 800. 

Total air losses of the Japanese 
listed in today’s communique cov- 
ering widespread operations were 
208, which raised to approximately 
800 the number of enemy planes 
bagged within the last two-week 
period in the South and Southwest 
Pacific. 

Allied air power in these areas 
may have reached the stride it 
takes to destroy more planes than 
Japan can manufacture, 

(Estimates of Japan's warplane 
production place the figure at ap- 
proximately 700 monthly.) 

Nearly 50 Liberators, heavily 
screened by fighters, opened the 
latest attack on Rabaul Saturday 
afternoon. Making a feint as if 
to attack warships in the harbor 
— the warships began to zigzag 
frantically—the big bombers flew 
their 105 tons of bombs to the Ra- 
popo airdrome, Twenty grounded 
planes were destroyed for certain, 
seven others probably. 

Fifty enemy planes swarmed to 
the attack, The Liberators downed 
our for certain, eight probably. 

he Lightnings bagged 11 eertainly 
and claimed five probables, There 
were no Allied losses, 

Sunday, more than 50 Mitchell 
medium bombers, escorted by near-

Bomber Wings a Goose in Collision 


‘With Flock Here; 


Birds Dent Plane 


A flock of wild geese, intent on 
getting to their Southern homes 
before the arrival of winter, put 
several dents in a Curtiss-Wright 
attatk bomber yesterday during a 
test flight at 2000 feet over the 
area between Black Jack and 
Spanish Lake, in St. Louts Countya 

Test Pilot Maurice Kinder, who 
was taking notes on the plane’s 
performance at the time, did not 
know what he had hit, but he 
returned to Lambert-St. Louis 
Field because the plane’s engine 
was heating up. : 

After landing he found a goose 
wing wedged in the wrinkled en- 
gine cowl, indicating a goose had 
flown through the three-bladed 
propeller. Also he discovered a 
sizeable dent in one of the air- 
plane’s wings, denoting a collision. 


Officers at the plant were won- 
dering what became of the flock 
after the accident, when C, B. 
Oden of Route 1, Florissant, re- 
ported today that neighbors of his 
had seen the collision. The geese, 
flying in a perfect V formation, 
were scattered considerably by the 
sleek silver plane. But after a 
few “honks” in protest, they re- 
assembled: and continued south- 
ward. 

One goose was seen fluttering to 
earth. Oden’s neighbors found it 
on their property. It was in a 
dazed condition, they said, and 
one wing was badly torn. They

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, Al- 
giers, Oct. 26 (AP).—Allied armies 
in Italy have captured 10 more 


towns in advances of five to six 
miles, it was announced today, and 
German opposition on the Fifth 
Army front diminished as_ the 
Nazis apparently fell back to new 
positions, 


Lt. Gen. Mark W. Clark’s Fifth 
Army seized Raviscanina, 15 miles 
south of the large transport city 
of Isernia, and a British Eighth 
Army column striking up from the 
southeast took Bojano, some 15 
miles from Isernia on the main 
road from Campobasso. 

The Allied communique de- 
scribed the fighting on both the 
Fifth and Eighth Army fronts as 
successful patrol actions. 

The Fifth gained four to five 
miles in taking Raviscanina, 19 
miles north of Capua, and also 


took the towns of Francolise, two 


and one-half miles west of cap- 
tured Sparanise, and Rocchetta. 

Grim struggles had to be fought 
against small enemy detachments 
holding Raviscanina and the com- 
manding heights nearby, An 
equally difficult fight was waged 
for Rocchetta, situated on a high 
mountain spur overlooking the 
main highway from Capua _ to 
Rome, The Germans left many 
mines and booby traps. 

Francolise was captured in an 
advance westward aimed at the 
main enemy defense positions at 
Mondragone and Maassico ridge, 
which towers 2500 feet. Rocchetta 
is four miles northeast of Spana- 
nise, 

Five other towns besides Bojano 
fell to the Eighth Army, including 
Baranello, a strongpoint between 
Campobasso and Bojano, Spineto, 
four miles north of Bojano, Pe- 
trella and Palata, '

HOUSE VOTES BILL 
10 TARE FATHERS 
LAST IN DRAFT 


Measure Passed by Over- 
whelming Voice Vote 
- Goes Back to Senate— 
Strengthens Service Act 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 26 (AP).— 
An overwhelming House voice vote 
sent back to the Senate today 
legislation putting prewar fathers 
at the bottom of the draft pool 
and strengthening the authority 
of Maj. Gen. Lewis B. Hershey in 
administration of the Selective 
Service Act, 

The bill, passed Oct. 6 by the 
Senate in different form, puts 
draft quotas on a nationwide basis 
and requires that available single 
men and married men _ without 
children be called for induction 
before fathers are taken, regard: 
less of their occupation. It re- 
states the principles of the Kilday 
Bill passed last April by the House 
and emphasizes that dependency 
shall be considered in granting 
deferments. 

Age Distinction Omitted. 

The House refused today to write 
into the legislation a distinction 
between fathers over 30 and those 
30 or under. 

Or a standing vote of 45 to 27 
it defeated an amendment by Rep. 
O'Hara (Rep.), Minnesota, to re- 
quire the induction of fathers 30 
or under before older parents are 
called, 

Up for action was a rewritten 
version of the measure which the 
Senate passed when the upper 
chamber rejected proposals for an 
outright bar on general father- 
drafting. 

Opening debate on the House 
version, Chairman May (Dem.), 
Kentucky, of the military commit- 
tee which did the revising, as- 
serted the legislation was neces- 
sary “to preserve the home of this 
nation, which are the foundation 
of our society and the bulwark of 
our home front effort.” 


Sets Order for Calls. 

“Alle this bill does,” he said, “is 
to see to it that the fathers of this 
country are not drafted before all 
the available non-fathers are tak- 
en.

Front dispatches indicated that 
the badly mauled German forces 
were waging desperate but futile 
rearguard battles along a 200-mile- 
long front from Kremenchug south 
to the Sea of Azov, intent only on 
saving as much as possible from

Nazi disaster since Stalingrad. 


Much Material Abandoned. 


The German retreat, accelerated 
by the Russians’ capture of the 
industrial cities of Dnieperope- 
trovsk and Dnieperodzerzhinsk in 
the Dnieper big bend yesterday, 
was bluntly characterized by the 
Soviet command as “disordered.” 
It yielded “enormous quantities” of 
war material abandoned by the 
Nazis. Thousands of Germans 
were reported killed in fierce fight- 
ing on the flat Ukrainian steppes 
above the Crimea.

CHARGES BROZ'S 
YUGOSLAVS CLAIM 
VICTORIES HE WON 


Chetnik Chief Also Ac- 
cuses Them of Attack- 
ing His Forces — Par- 
tisans Report Taking 
Bosnia industrial City. 
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LONDON, “Oct. 26 (AP).—Gen. 
Draja Mihailovic charged in a 
radio message made public by the 
Yugoslav Government in Cairo last 
night that Gen. Josip (Tito) Broz’s 
Partisans were not only attacking 
his army, but had claimed victor- 
jes over the Germans for which 
his men alone were responsible. 

Ignoring, for the moment at least, 
this latest development in_ the 
quarrel between the rival resist- 
ance groups, the Free Yugoslav 
radio announced that Broz’s forces 


had captured the steel manufactur- 
ing city of Vares-Maydan, 20 
miles north of Sarajevo, in Bosnia 
after a 12-hour battle with the Ger- 
mans. 

American long range fighters 
and medium bombers from the 
Mediterranean theater struck 
again in Yugoslavia, blasting the 
German airfield at Podgorica, 20 
miles inland from the Dalmatian 
coast and near the Albanian bor- 
der. They destroyed several 
grounded planes and damaged 
hangars and motor transports. 
Two merchant ships were attacked 
near Lagosta Island off the coast 
west of Dubrovnik, and deck car- 
goes were left in flames. All the 
Allied planes returned safely. 

Mihailovic’s Message. 

King Peter’s Government-in-exile 
in Cairo, apparently angered by 
the Free Yugoslav radio’s reports 
that Mihailovic’s Chetniks were 
fighting alongside the Germans 
against Broz's guerrilla detach- 
ments, issued Mihalilovic’s message 
through its information office, It 
is known that the rival forces 
have clashed on several occasions. 

The message of Mihailovic, King 
Peter's War Minister and field 
commander, said: 

“Through the radio station Free 
Yugoslavia the Partisans an- 
nounced that their formations had 
taken the towns of Nova Varos 
(in the hills 100 miles south of 
Belgrade) and Bilece. As a matter 
of fact our troops liberated Nova 
Varos from the Germans. 

“While we were fighting the Ger- 
mans far from the town, a Parti- 
san unit entered it, attacking our 
forces there. Three days later. their 
radio announced the capture of 
Nova Varos, although they were 
thrown back by our units the 
same day they entered. As far as 
the town of Bilece is concerned, 
it is firmly in the hands of demo- 
cratic forces.” 

This is the first time that Mi- 
hailovic has personally disputed 
the claims of the Free Yugoslav 
radio, although Yugoslav Govern- 
ment spokesmen have condemned 
its communiques as exaggerated 
and misleading. 

500 Serbs Reported Killed. 

Another Yugoslav Government 
announcement said 500 Serbs were 
killed at the village of Yayinci 
near Belgrade Sept. 25 for belong- 
ing to the Mihailovic organization. 

One of the latest and most im- 
portant successes claimed by Mi- 
hailovic's forces is@the capture of 
Kotor, Montenegro, with its land- 
locked harbor big enough to ac- 
commodate the entire Allied Medi- 
terranean fleet. The Yugoslav 
Government said the Kattaro estu- 
ary, southeast of Dubrovnik was 
now under control of the Mihailo- 
vic troops, depriving the Nazis of 
the harbor, used as an Austrian 
naval base in World War I. Kotor 
is only 120 miles across the Adri- 
atic from Allied-held Bari, Italy. 

One Mihailovic division was re- 
ported to have captured three sta- 
tions on the Belgrade-Sarajevo 
railway in Bosnia, killing 217 Ger- 
mans and Ustachis. The town of 
Tchajitche also was said to have 
been liberated. 

Action by Broz’s Forces. 

The communique of Broz’s Na- 
tional Liberation Army said Ger- 
man losses of material and men 
were heavy in the battle for 
Vares-Maydan. In addition to the 
heavy industry center’s capture, it 
reported two nearby railway sta- 
tions were destroyed. 

In another battle far to the 
north, the Partisans were said to 
have stormed into the town of 
Brcko on the Save River, but were 
forced to withdraw after the Ger- 
mans rushed in 20,000 troops and 
strong formations of bombing 
planes from Serbia to reinforce 
the 5000 men defending the town. 
The Partisans said they blew up 
a strategic Save River bridge be- 
fore retreating. 

Near Andriyevica in Montenegro, 
German volumns, aided by Alba- 
nian mercenaries, launched several 
attacks on units of the Yugoslav 
Army Second Corps, but were 
sharply repulsed, the communique 
said, with 250 officers and men 
being killed. 

Yugoslay, reports to Turkey said 
Bulgaria, apparently yielding to 
German pressure for reinforce- 
ments, was moving troops into 
Yugoslavia. The reinforcements, 
under the command of Gen; Niko- 
lof, were reported to have taken 
up positions ‘between Nis and 
Skoplje, on the Moravia River in 
South Central Yugoslavia. 

Reports persisted of efforts by 
Adolf Hitler to counter the Mos- 
cow tripartite conference by cre- 
ation of a Balkan confederation to 
set up a united front against the 
advancing Russians. An Ankara 
dispatch quoted a Budapest corre- 
spondent as saying that Bulgaria, 
Rumania, Croatia, Serbia, Monte- 
negro and Albania would make 
up the federation. 


SITUATION IS ‘TRULY GRAVE,’ 
HIROHITO TELLS JAP DIET 


Tojo Says War Is ‘Growing in Intensity,’ 
Presents New Mobilization Program, 
Emphasizing Plane Output. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 26 (AP).— 
Japan's two highest leaders—Em- 
peror Hirohito and Premier Hideki 
Tojo—joined today in giving the 
eighty-third special session of the 
Diet a sober appraisal] of the war 


outlook, with Tojo asserting that 
the Allies, “defeated at the begin- 
ning,” were now “overcoming 
many difficulties and dangers and 
the war is growing in intensity.” 

The Emperor, in one of hig in- 
frequent declarations on the war, 
termed Japan’s present situation 
“truly grave.” His imperial re- 
script was read in his presence at 
the formal opening of the Diet 
session, according to a domestic 
Tokyo broadcast reported to the 
Office of War Information. 

The rescript, urging the Japa- 
nese people to “fully display their 
total strength and thereby destroy 
the evil ambition of the enemy 
nations,” called upon the Diet to 
act speedily on the new supple 
mentary budget and all-out mobil- 
ization program to be submitted 
by Tojo. 

Tojo’s Grim Words. 

“The present war situation is 
very complicated,” Tojo said. ‘The 
enemy, who was defeated at the 
beginning is, in fear of the rich- 
ness of our conquered territory, 
trying to overwhelm our nation. 
The enemy ig overcoming many 
difficulties and dangers and the 
war is growing in intensity.” 

Because there “is no time to be 
slack in war,” Tojo said, the Gov- 
ernment has aeciaed on a new in- 
dustria] and man power mobiliza- 
tion program-to “strengthen pro- 
duction of war materials, especial- 
ly of airplanes, so that our de- 
fensive structure may be made un- 
wavering.” 

“We must further exert our con- 
fidence in our ultimate victory,” 
he said. 

The Premier’s address, as broad- 
cast to the Japanese people, con- 
trasted sharply with the version 
broadcast by the Tokyo radio in 
English in a program designed es- 
pecially for American audiences. 
In the export version, Tojo's ref- 
erences to “complicated” war sit- 


uations and his appeals for expan- 
sion of fighting strength were 
missing. 

) Instead, Tojo was represented as 
expressing unqualified confidence 
in victory, assertedly telling the 
Diet that Germany would soon 
launch a “new plan of military 
operations in all directions” that 
would help “bring the United 
States and Britain to their knees.” 

On Italy’s Surrender. 

Another Tokyo broadcast, record- 
ed by the Associated Press in 
London, quoted Tojo as telling the 
Diet that Italy’s withdrawal from 
the war had not made an eventual 
Axis victory any less sure, 

“There is not the slightest doubt 
but that ultimate victory will be 
ours,” the Premier said. . 

“Japan is now dealing tellin 
blows at the United States and 
Britain, which have been lashing 
out blindly in a counteroffensive. 

The Japanese Government is 
taking every possible step to 
strengthen the national fighting 
structure to the highest pitch of 
efficiency.” 

Tojo also expressed sympathy 
for “the plight of the Indian peo- 
ple” and gave assurances that Ja- 
pan would offer India all possible 
support in its “struggle for inde- 
pendence.” | 

: Naval Claims. 

Navy Minister Admiral Shigetaro 
Shimada, who also addressed the 
Diet, was quoted in the same 
broadcast as saying that the Jap- 
anese navy had sunk 17 Allied 
cruisers, 18 destroyers, 22 subma- 
rines, 70 transports and 70 other 
vessels between June 15 and 
Oct. 20. 

“During the same period,” Shi- 
mada declared, “Allied aircraft 
shot down by Japanese naval 
forces totaled 1613. Japanese na- 
val forces lost six destroyers, 12 
other war vessels and 415 planes.” 

Shimada’s claims obvieusly were 
intended to boost morale on the 
home front. Allied communiques 
covering the period he mentioned 
have told of heavy Japanese ship 
and plane losses, inflicted with 
comparaeively small Allied casual- 
ties.

MOSCOW, Oct. 26 (AP), — The 


three-power conference moved into 
its eighth session today, following 
a lengthy meeting last night of 
the diplomatic technicians who 
are reducing to writing the de- 
cisions arrived at by United States 


Secretary of State Cordell Hull, 
British Foreign Secretary Anthony 
Eden and Soviet Foreign Commis- 
sar Vyacheslav Molotov. 

The job of the experts was said 
to be exceedingly difficult. They 
must “weigh the value of the 
words” which have passed between 
the three statesmen, it was ex- 
plained, determine the meaning of 
any agreements. they have reached 
and then commit the decisions to 
paper. 

Although the drafting commit- 
tee, which includes persons from 
all three delegations, is drawing 
up agreements and understandings, 
it was suggested that these were 
not what might be called pacts. 

The Hull-Eden- Molotov talks 
were reported to be going along 
excellently with all parties pleaséd 
with the progress. Yesterday’s 
session followed a 55-minute meet- 
ing between Hull and Soviet Pre- 
mier Joseph Stalin, details of 
which were not disclosed, | 

Hull is the highest - ranking 
American official who has met and 
talked with Stalin. It was under- 
stood that the Russian leader, as 
he did in receiving Eden last 
week, laid aside his customary 
drab tunic, breeches and boots and 
donned a marshal’s uniform—long 
pants, military tunic and epaul- 
ettes. 

Stalin’s reception of Hull and 
Eden emphasized his keen inter- 
est in the tri-power talks and his 
anxiety for all-around co-operation 
among the three-powers now and 
in the future. 

The only official American com- 
ment on the Hull-Stalin meeting 
was: 

“It was natural that the Secre- 
tary of State, having come here 
for the conference, should be re- 
ceived by Marshal Stalin.”

ITALIAN VILLAGE 
REPORTED WIPED 
OUT BY GERMANS 


Destroyed by  Flame- 
Throwers to Revenge 
Abduction of Four Ger- 
mans, Account Says. 


| NEW YORK, Oct. 26 (AP).—A 
dispatch to the*Columbia Broad- 
casting System today from the Ev-

COMMITTEE APPROVES HIGHER 


OSTAL RATES, LIQUOR TAX 


Votes to Let Out-of-Town Letter Rate Re- 
main 3 Cents but Boosts Local Charge 1 
Cent—Rejects Higher Tobacco Levy. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 26 (AP).— 
The House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee voted today to increase pos- 
tal rates, but without disturbing 
the three-cent out-of-town letter 
charge, and boosed levies on alco- 
holic beverages and a long list of 
so-called luxuries and other con- 
sumer items. — 

Under the postal change, the 
local mail rate would be raised 
from two to three cents on a 
first-class letter. 

The committee rejected pro- 
posals to increase taxes on cig- 
arettes and other tobacco prod- 
ucts and refused to impose new 
excises on soft drink, candy and 
chewing gum. 

It voted to boost the liquor tax 
from $6 to $10 a gallon. 

A levy of four per cent of total 
wagers in pari-mutuel betting was 
approved, 

Postal Rate Changes. 

Under the committee's action, 
the airmail rate would go up from 
six cents to 10 cents per ounce; 
second-class mail rates from one 
cent for each two ounces to one 
cent per ounce; third-class mail, 
one and one-half and two cents for 
each two ounces to three and four 
cents; money orders—now six to 
22 cents per order—to 10 to 387 
cents; registered mail, now 15 to 
$1: per article, to 20 cents to $1.35; 
insured mail, now five to 35 cents 
per article, to 10 to 70 cents; and 
Cc. O. D. mail, now 12 cents to $1.20 
per article, from 24 cents to $2.40.

a ton, | 

Uurging the Mayor to carry their 
protest to the OPA at Washington 
when he arrives there Thursday to 
confer with Government officials 
regarding St. Louis’ winter supply 
of fuel from Eastern fields, the 
committee asserted that the pro- 
posed profit limit would virtually 
drive the small dealers, who lack 
direct railroad facilities, out of 
business. 

The Mayor was told that the off- 
track dealers obtain their coal, 
from the larger on-track dealers 
and that their profit actually is 
merely a trucking fee. The small- 
er dealers would be unable to oper- 
ate on merely a share of'such a 
narrow profit at $1.50 a ton, the 
committee said. The present profit 
acale ranges up to $2.25 a ton. 

Should the small off-track deal- 
ers be forced to drop out of busi- 
ness, the committee declared, coal 
transportation facilities in St. 
Louis would be reduced by 500 
trucks. The Mayor was told that 
the elimination of 500 trucks would 
create a severe fuel transportation 
problem here. | 

Mayor Kaufmann told the com- 
mittee that he would talk to OPA 
officials if he had time between 
his scheduled conferences with 
Solid Fuels Administrator Harold 
L. Ickes on the coal supply mat- 
ter and Civil Aeronautics Admin- 
istration officials regarding Gov- 
ernment financial] aid for a second 
municipal airport. 

The committee also asked the 
Mayor to consider another coal 
trade problem. The dealers’ rep- 
resentatives said it was becoming 


the custom of consumers to place 
coal orders with severa] dealers, 
and then to accept the first order 
delivered. The other orders, they 
said, were seldom cancelled until 
the trucks arrived. City ordinance 
requires trucks in such cases to 
return to a-weighing station and 
obtain a new delivery ticket before 
delivering the load to another cus- 
tomer. The committee suggested 
that the reweighing requirement 
be eliminated for the present in 
the interests of gasoline and tire 
. conservation. 

The Mayor said an adjustment 
in the matter probably could only 
be made through an amendment to 
the ordinance.

Dnieperopetrovsk itself nor. 
mally supplied one-third of all 
Russia’s cast iron, and the city 
of more than 500,000 is the key to 
control of all Russia’s lower 
Ukraine industries. Dnieperodzer- 
zhinsk, formerly Kamenskoye, lies 
20 miles to the west. :

Two days after the finding of the 
body, the girl and her mother, 
Armanda Rose Durant, 44, were 
charged with first-degree murder. 

Mary Catherine absolved her 
mother of any connection with 
the killing, Sheriff J. A. Rodman 
asserted, adding that he would 
recommend dismissal of the charge 
against Mrs. Durant. 

Mrs. Durant was found at Ro- 
meo, Mich., April 7, but extradition 
proceedings were dismissed at 
Mount Clemens, Mich., six days 
later when Arkansas officers did 
not appear. 

The Durant girl told the Sheriff 
she shot her 43-year-old stepfather 
with a .22-caliber rifle as he slept. 

The Sheriff said she accused 
Durant of abusing her.

Only 98,053, or 3.2 Pct., of Fulltime U. S. 
Employes Have Been Given Occupational 
Deferments, He: Tells Congress in Reply to 
Charges Made in Fathers’ Draft Debate.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 26 (AP) 


NSWERING what he termed “mud slingers” who have been call- 
ing the Government a haven for draft dodgers and slackers, 
President Roosevelt said today that only 3.2 per cent of the near- 


ly three million fulltime civilian employes of the Government had 


received occupational deferments. 
To Vice-President Wallace and 


Speaker Rayburn, for reading to 


Senate and House, the Presiddnt sent a 2700-word-letter of rebuttal to 


what he termed “groundless charges” 


and “irresponsible rumors.” 


Many of these charges came from Congressmen during arguments 
over the drafting of pre-Pearl Harbor fathers. 


These “unfair accusations must 
be emphatically denied,” Roosevelt 
asserted. 

Here are some of the figures he 
used to back up his denial: 

Permanent fulltime employes of 
the Government, both men and 
women as of July 31—2,980,404, of 
whom 2,825,904 are in continental 
United States. 

Of those in the United States, 
1,952,700 work for the War and 
Navy departments, and about 84,- 
000 have been given occupational 
deferments, 

The Postoffice Department, the 
next largest employer, has 315,741 
workers, of whom only 61, all post- 
al inspectors, have been deferred. 

In all other governmental agen- 
cies, 13,992-men have been granted 
occupational deferments. 

The total occupational deferment 
figure is 98,053. 

In addition, there are 2003 uni- 
formed personne] in the War Ship- 
ping Administration’s training or- 
ganization and 14,050 cadets in the 
training organization schools, who 
have been deferred, but the Presi- 
dent said these men are not “real- 
ly part of the civilian establish- 
ment of the Gowernment.” 


Text of Letters. 


The text of President Roosevelt’s 
letters follows: 

“There has recently been much 
loose and harmful talk about the 
employes of the Federal Govern- 
ment. In an effort to discredit 
those in the public service, ground- 
less charges are being made and 
irresponsible rumors’ circulated 
that the Federal Government is a 
haven for “draft dodgers” and 
“slackers.” 

“In simple justice to the many 
fine, public-spirited and devoted 
persons in the Government em- 
ploy, these unfair accusations must 
be emphatically denied. 

“Here are the true facts con- 
cerning the draft deferment of 
Government employes. I am send- 
ing them to you so that they may 
be made a part of the permanent 
record. 

“On July 31, 1943 (the latest 
date for which complete figures 
are available), there were in the 
Government service 2,825,904 full- 
time employes—men and women— 
in the continental United States— 
less than 9 per cent of whom work 
in Washington. According to the 
latest available information, it is 
estimated that there were 154,500 
additional civilian employes out- 
side the continental United States, 
the greater part of whom were 
working for the War and Navy 
departments or for the Panama 
Canal. 


251,663 Work for Nothing. 

“In addition, there were 145,808 
part-time paid employes, such as 
consultants, specialists, and forest- 
fire fighters. Two hundred and 
fifty-one thousand six hundred and 
sixty-three persons were working 
without compensation or®for one 
dollar a year, such as members of 
local ration and draft boards and 
industrial advisers. It has been 
the Government's policy not to 
seek deferments for part-time or 
uncompensated employes or for 
dollar-a-year men. We can thus at 
the outset dispose of about 400,000 
persons who under no circum- 
stances can be regarded as ‘draft 
dodgers.’ 

“Of the 2,825,904 full-time, paid 
civilian employes in the United 
States, 1,952,700 men and women, 
or more than two-thirds, are em- 
ployed by the War and Navy De- 
partments. Let us consider first 
these civilian employes of the War 
and Navy departments. 

“The greater part of them are 
engaged in war production in Gov- 
ernment arsenals, ordnance plants, 
powder factories, and Navy yards, 
or in essential work at Govern- 
ment depots, warehouses, proving 
grounds, air bases, naval training 
stations, and Government hospi- 
tals. They consist of engineers, 
draftsmen, mechanics, skilled arti- 
sans, procurement experts, scien- 
tists, specialists and administrative 
personnel. They perform many 
difficult and important functions 
with regard to the far-flung sup- 
ply, production, and other prob- 
lems of the Army and Navy. 

“If the items of war material 
now being made in these Govern- 
ment-owned plants were produced, 
instead, in civilian-owned plants, 
the working men and women 
would be the very same civilians— 
and in the same number. And 
they would be deferred as essential 
war workers and the same as other 
essential war workers are deferred. 


Government Production. 


“Those who constantly bemoan 
the rapid growth of Government 
payrolls usually overlook the fact 
that it takes hundreds of thou- 
sands of men and women to pro- 
duce guns and ammunition in 
Government arsenals and to con- 
struct and repair battleships, 
cruisers, destroyers and subma- 
rines in Government Navy yards, 
the same as in privately owned 
and operated plants. One hundred 


per cent of the battleships now 
in construction, 43 per cent of the 
aircraft carriers, 10 per cent of 
the cruisers, 8 per cent of the de- 
stroyers and about 31 per cent of 
the submarines are being built in 
these Government yards, Our ci- 
villian workers make 86 per cent 
of the Garand rifles built in this 
country. These are just a few ex- 
amples. 


“The War and Navy depart- 
ments, like private manufactur- 
ers, must see to it that produc- 
tion is not disrupted by the draft- 
ing of their workers before sys- 
tematic arrangements for their re- 
placement are made, Accordingly, 
replacement schedules, similar to

those used in private war plants 
and factories, have been prepared 
for most Army and Navy civilian 
workers. Deferments for such 
workers in these departments op- 
erate on the same basis as in pri- 
vate industry; viz., the deferment 
lasts for a limited period of time, 
during which new people—women 
or older men or younger boys— 
are trained to take the place of 
those who are inducted into the 
Army or Navy—except those who 
are indispensable and irreplace- 
able. These replacement sched- 
ules have to be approved by the 
selective service system before 
they become effective. 


Better Than Industry’s. 


“The vast majorty of these 
1,952,700 civilian employes of the 
War and Navy departments con- 


‘sist 6f women, men below or over 


draft age, men who have been 
classified as physically unfit, and 
fathers. According to the‘records. 
of selective service, less than 5 
per cent of all of the civilian em- 
ployes in these departments—or 
about 84,000—have been deferred 
for occupational reasons. Men of 
draft age are constantly being re- 
leased for military duty and are 
being replaced in accordance with 
replacement schedules. This rec- 
ord is much better than the oc- 
cupational deferments in private 
industry. 

“Those civilians in the Army and 
Navy who have been deferred are 
preponderantly workers in the 
field outside of Washington. Thus, 
of the 36,672 departmental em- 
ployes of the War Department in 
Washington, 364 are now deferred. 
Of the 19,000 departmental em- 
ployes of the Navy in Washington, 
only 1016 are now deferred. Those 
deferred are primarily engineers, 
draftsmen, naval architects and 
other technica] personnel, 


No ‘Havens’ Elsewhere. 

“If the ‘slackers’ are not har- 
bored by the War and Navy De- 
partments, have they found their 
‘haven’ in the other Government 
departments and agencies? 

“No employe in the other Gov- 
ernment departments and agencies 
is allowed to request his own de- 
ferment from his local draft board. 
No local draft board is allowed to 
defer any Government employe on 
occupational grounds unless the 
deferment has been requested by 
the employing agency and has re- 
ceived the approval of an inde- 
pendent review committee on de- 
ferment of Government employes 
consisting of three public officials 
and organized by executive order. 
“Deferment will be approved by 
this review committee only in the 
case of Government employes who 
occupy key positions, or who are 
engaged in highly specialized and 
essential work or who possess 
unique fitness and skill which are 
difficult to replace. The concept 
of a key position is narrowly 
limited to positions réquiring an 
unusual degree of responsibility 
and specialized skill, and involv- 
ing serious difficulty of replace- 
ment, 

"It Is clear, therefore, that the 
standards of deferment of Govern- 
ment workers are much stricter 
than those governing deferments 
in private employment. A worker 
in private industry, unlike the Gov- 
ernment employe, may request his 
own deferment, even though his 
employer does not see fit to do so. 
There is no agency in private in- 
dustry comparable to this review 
committee of the Government 
which passes upon job classifica- 
tions and carefully § scrutinizes 
flaims for deferment of workers. 
Nor, in private industry, is defer- 
ment limited to employes who —— 
key positions. Finally, the fact 
that the worker is engaged in any 
of the 2000 occupations classified 
as essential by the War Manpower 
Commission may properly be con- 
sidered by the local draft boards 
in the case of private workers; 
but, despite the fact that Govern- 
ment service has been classified 
as an essential activity, the local 
draft boards cannot defer a man 
in Government service, not on a 
replacement schedule, except in ac- 
cordance with the foregoing rules. 
The Government, moreover, is 
handicapped by the fact that, due 
to budgetary limitations, it cannot 
always take on and train new em-

The term is used strictly and scien- 


tifically in the sense that’the country is ruled by the few, 


Intelligent and thinking Peru- 
vians admit there‘is no democracy 
in their country. They usually 
add that democracy is only a hope 
for the next several generations, 
since the proportion of educated 
Peruvians is still so small. More 
widespread and effective educu- 
tion, they say, must precede de- 
mocracy. ; 

Peruvians and long resident for- 

eigners ask observers—such as 
this correspondent—not to apply 
rigid principles but to grasp the 
“realities” of Peruvian life, Here 
are their arguments: 
“Peru” really means the 1,500,- 
000 people living on the coast and 
in the cities of the Andean 
“Sierra.” Of these, about 500,000 
are electors. The great mass of 
Peru, 5,000,000 Indians living in 
the “Sierra,” the mountains, can 
neither read nor write. They are 
living .as they lived before the 
advent of the Incas around the 
year 1000 A, D. Their lives are 
circumscribed by their adobe vil- 
lages. They are a marginal popu- 
lation, increasing in numbers if 
the production of. their fields in- 
creases, They consume only what 
they produce and produce only 
what they consume, They under- 
stand nothing of modern life, give 
it nothing and want nothing from 
it. How indeed, Peruvians ask, 
can democracy apply to these 
people? 

They use this example to jus- 
tify their paternalistic govern- 
ment, which builds schools, roads, 
hospitals and prisons, institutes 
compulsory military service and 
collects what taxes it can. They 
point out that social services ex- 
tended to the “Sierra” are paid 
for by the coastal population. 

Since the argument that the In- 

dians have no place in a democ- 
racy is advanced by Peruvians 
of standing and repute, it must 
be given consideration. 
First, by democracy is meant 
participation in government, and 
here a parallel can be drawn with 
the United States, where Indians 
on their reservations are wards 
of the Great White Father and do 
not take part in government. But 
the parallel ends there, for when 
those wards, or their children, 
want to and can take part in the 
life of the community, they are 
received and accepted.

The second feature is this.

This 
would be designed, it is believed, 
to remove the last vestiges of 
Goebbels’ anti-Soviet propaganda 
which has been spread extensively 
in the Balkans and other countries 
of Eastern Europe.

Russia’s view on these questions 
seems plain. It feels that the Red 
Army has established a pattern for 
ultimate victory—all-out military 
attack. But the Soviet Union also 
has not been insensitive to the 
possibilities of political warfare. 
Press reports here, for example, 
continue to point to the success 
with which the three Allies agreed 
on the armistice terms for Italy 
and subsequently obtained an 
Italian declaration of war against 
Germany.

Pope Increases 
Effort Toward 
World Peace 


LONDON, Oct. 26 (AP), 
OPE PIUS XII, who, accord- 
P ing to neutral, reports, has 
talked recently with the Brit- 
ish, American and French envoys 
to the Holy See, has intensified 
his efforts to bring about world- 
wide peace, the Vatican radio says. 

A Vatican broadcast last night 
quoted an article in the Vatican 
newspaper Osservatore Romano as 
saying: 

“Lately the Holy Father has 
even intensified his efforts to bring 
about the moment when the rain- 
bow of peace will again encircle 
the earth, when discord and rancor 
are extinguished and when all can 
again collaborate for the common 
well being.” 

The broadcast did not disclose 
what direction the Pope’s efforts 
had taken. 

Meanwhile, the Germans have 
stepped up their propaganda to 
the world that the Pope was given 
a free hand after two outstanding 
Catholic archibishops, Francis J, 
Spellman of New York and Rich- 
ard Downey of Liverpool, charged 
that the Germans were holding the 
Pope a virtual prisoner. 

A rumor from Lisbon, printed 
in the London Evening Standard, 
said there was a strong possibility 
that the Holy See would be vacated 
and that the Pope would move to 
Toledo, seat of the Spanish pri- 
mate. The Lisbon dispatch said 
that conversation along these lines

The Poor Are Citizens, Too 


The bill for repeal of the poll tax as a pre- 
requisite to voting in Federal elections is under 
the scrutiny of the Senate Judiciary Committee 
this week in hearings to determine whether the 
measure is constitutional. 

The decision of the committee to conduct a 
hearing on constitutionality shows a commendable 
sense of responsibility, but it will hardly show 
anything else. The legal issue is far too complex, 

The case against the constitutionality ofe the 
bill centers upon provisions of the Constitution 
making the qualifications for voting in congres- 
sional elections the same as the qualifications 
set up by each state for voting in elections for 
the lower house of its Legislature. 

Thé case for the constitutionality of the bill 
rests upon the fourteenth, fifteenth and nine- 
teenth amendments, which forbid laws abridging 
the right of citizenship; upon a provision of the 
Constitution that Congress may at any time alter 
the qualifications for voting in congressional 
elections, and upon the due-process clauses, which 
forbid arbitrary and capricious legislation. 

Such are the points of doctrine now encountered 
by the anti-poll tax bill, which passed the House 
last May by a vote of better than 2 to 1. They 
are fundamental points, and a strong case can 
be made out for either side—so much so that 
former Senator Norris of Nebraska first opposed 
poll tax repeal as unconstitutional, only to come 
to the view, after further deliberation, that it 
was perfectly constitutional. 

If it were virtually open-and-shut that the bill 
would be unconstitutional, the committee would 
be assuming no more than its duty by determin- 
ing as much and refusing to recommend it. But 
in view of the mootness of the subject, nothing 
can be decided short of a Supreme Court decision. 

There are, however, many arguments for poll 
tax repeal against which no really valid objec- 
tion can be brought. Poll taxes still linger on 
in eight states—Texas, Arkansas, Tennessee, 
Virginia, South Carolina, Georgia, Alabama nd 
Mississippi, disfranchising an estimated 10,000,000 
persons. They disfranchise also many others 
who technically possess the right to vote, but 
whose ballot is canceled by the bought ballot, 
paid for with a poll-tax receipt. 

The poll tax creates conditions which make it 
possible for political machines to usurp the func- 
tions of democracy—not merely the big-city 
machines, but also the hundreds of picayune but 
powerful-enough county courthouse machines. The 
vote is kept small by the poll tax requirement, so 
small that in the 1942 general elections the per- 
centage of the population voting was only 3 per 
cent in the poll tax states against 25 per cent 
in the other states. In one South Carolina dis- 


trict, four-fifths of 1 per cent of the population 


elected a member of Congress with only 2905 
votes. When so many persons are not permitted 
or fail to vote, a very small block of bought 
votes can go a long way. 

Sixty per cent of the Americans disfranchised 
by the poll tax are white, so that repeal is not 
a race issue, as was pointed out yesterday by 
the general counsel] of the AFL, Joseph A. Pad- 
way, who appeared before the Senate committee 
with the CIO general counsel, Lee Pressman, in 
support of the bill. 

Members _of Congress elected by the poll tax 
machine method can—and with distressing fre- 
quency do—see to it that: they are returned to 
Washington term after term by the simple expe- 
dient of keeping democracy a privilege for the 
few instead of a right for the many. They are 
too seldom among the shining lights of Congress. 

In view of the obvious wrongness of the poll 
tax law, and the debatable nature of the consti- 
tutional points involved in repeal, it would seem 
that the Senate Judiciary Committee could very 
properly adopt the presumption that the Consti- 
tution always supports more democracy rather 
than less. Removal of monetary barriers to the 
exercise of citizenship would be distinctly a 
democratic advance, 
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Honor Where It’s Due 


In bestowing the annual mark of accomplish- — 


ment on the Greater St. Louis War Chest, the 
St. Louis Award Committee fittingly did honor 
to the shining spirit of a whole community, to all 
the men and women of good will who gave their, 
time and moriey to help their fellow man.

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Badoglio on Record 


Premier-Marshal Badoglio two weeks ago an- 
nounced his Government’s declaration of war 
against Germany, and gave a pledge of future 
political liberty to Italians: “The present arrange- 
ment will in no way impair the untrammeled 
right of the people of Italy to choose their own 
democratic form of democratic government when 
peace is restored.” 

Now, in answering a series of questions pre- 
pared by newspaper men, he has reiterated and 
amplified that promise. A définite pledge is 
in the record, qualified only by the necessary 
provision that freeing the country from the Ger- 
mans is the first order of business. After Rome 
is taken, and able representatives of all anti- 
Fascist political parties can enter the Govern- 
ment, Badoglio says, he will surrender office 
and elections will be held. 

If Badoglio can command the allegiance of 
the Italian armed forces and people for the job 
of fighting the Germans, there is no reason for 
the Allies to consider his program as anything 
but acceptable. Dealing with former Fascists 
or their aids ig always a ticklish business for 


representatives of democracies, and it can be 
conducted successfully only by means of a clear 
understanding in advance that popular rule is an 
essential. requirement. Badoglio has given sweep- 
ing assurances to this effect, and Allied represen- 
tatives are on the scene to see that they are 
carried out. 
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A Tricky Plan is Exposed 
‘When the United States Supreme Court agreed 
yesterday to review a lower Federal Court's deci- 
sion holding that insurance companies are not 
subject to the Sherman Anti-trust Act, a blow 
was dealt to the pressure campaign for passage 
of a law by Congress exempting the companies 


. from such prosecution. 


This ruling was a blow because it exposed all 
too clearly one of the motives behind the vigor- 
ous and well-financed lobby drive against Con- 
gress. The charges of illegal rate-fixing against 
198 stock fire insurance companies in Southeast- 
ern states had been dismissed in Federal District 
Court at Atlanta. The Government had announced 
it would appeal. Almost at once, the pending bills 
were introduced, and the lobbyists got busy. 

It is clear the companies fear that the Supreme 
Court, if it gets a chance, will reverse the 
series of old rulings, dating back to 1869, which 
held that the insurance business is not commerce, 
and therefore is not subject to the anti-trust 
laws. Federal courts have recently begun broad- 
ening the definition of interstate commerce. It 
hag been extended to the practice of medicine by 
the Supreme Court, and to the gathering and 
dissemination of news by a special three-Judge 
court. So the insurance companies have reason 
to assume that their business may also be found 
subject to the anti-trust laws. 

The insurance companies obviously hope that 


’ Congress will pass their bills before the Supreme 


Court can act, and that the pending case will 
then be declared dead. Not only are the com- 
panies trying to keep the Federal Government 
from checking their practices, as it does with vir- 
tually every other type of business in the coun- 
try, but they are attempting to keep the Supreme 
Court from even considering their regulation. 
This tricky scheme did not deceive Represen- 


tative Voorhis of California, and he denounced 


it a few days ago in the House. He said: 

I am against these bills because I think it 
is one of the most dangerous precedents I can 
conceive of to have Congress consider the 
passage of legislation whose avowed purpose — 
is to prevent a certain case from passing 
through the courts of the country in an or- 
derly manner. 

‘If such a course is taken in one instance 
by Congress, we will in the future be vulner- 
able to the demands of every conceivable 
group and individual in the country that we 
step in with a piece of legislation to prevent 
a matter in which they have an interest from 
being carried to the courts in the way pro- 
vided by law. 

The Supreme Court’s decision to review the 
case should be enlightening to members of Con- 
gress who may have been tempted to vote for the 
insurance bills. The motive now can be seen 
in all its slick deviousness, as an attempt to have 
the legislative arm of the Government reach out 
and put shackles on the judicial arm, to prevent

He would weld into his organization not 
only all ;the private laboratories but also 
20 major and 40 minor Government re- 
search bureaus' which now spend $575,000,- 
000 a year. He would support fundamental 
research (that is, research which would 
result in discoveries and theories that could 
be practically applied in winning the war 
both on the fighting and industrial fronts) 
by making grants out of a fund of $200,- 
000,000. He would avoid the senseless dupli- 
cation of work now done in university, 
Government and industrial laboratories. 
He would acquire at a fair price and pool 
all patents, and thus much monopolized 
knowledge. 


Scientifically, at least, the war would 
be farther advanced had the Kilgore plan 
been adopted when the first thundercloud 
appeared on the European horizon. But 
because free enterprise in industrial re- 
search was considered sacred even ina 
total war, laboratories still compete for 
patent control of peacetime markets. 


Research Should Be Free 


Though he would take a step in the right 
direction, Senator Kilgore hardly goes far 
enough. He speaks of peacetime as well 
as wartime needs, but his plan would auto- 
matically be dropped in 1952. There is 
every reason why it should be a perpetual 
plan, why acience and technology, as he 
himself says, “need to be considered as a 
national resource,” and why the knowledge 
in the heads of technical men should be 
freely utilized, 


The Government should undertake re- 
search on a new scale for the common 
good, so that science will no longer drift 
aimlessly, as it has drifted in the past. 
Laissez-faire has been abandoned as an 
economic principle; it should also be aban- 
doned, at least as a matter of Government 
policy, in science, 


The shortcomings of industrial research 
under the prevalent laissez-faire system 


a 

of research are apparent to scientists. One 
example is enough for our present purpose. 
Let us examine the coal industry. 


It has been known for nearly a century 
that to burn a ton of coal in a furnace 
to heat a house or to drive an engine is 
the equivalent of burning up a drug store. 
Every day millions of dollars worth of 
chemicals go up in smoke. Coal is the 
principal commodity hauled by railroads. 
It ought not to be hauled at all. If we 
must burn carbon, it should be in the form 
of coke, which the iron industry has used 
for centuries. Chemists have been saying 
so for half a century. 


Yet the coal companies have left to the 
chemical industries the: task of extracting 
values out of coal—a task which will never 
be ended and which has not been systemat- 
ically attacked even by the German Chemi- 
cal Trust, , 


This one example is enough to show what 
Government research could do to fill gaps 
that industry accepts almost supinely. If 
free enterprise means the freedom to neg- 
lect the possibilities of science and tech- 
nology, it is the clear duty of tHe Govern- 
ment to assert itself. This holds good for 
research as it is conducted by the great 
foundations and the universities and even 
the state and Federal governments, all of 
which attack problems piecemeal and fol- 
low plans which are much too small. 

] 


It’s Not Undemocratic 


Senator Kilgore’s plan should be broad- 
ened to include biolagy, psychology, geol- 
ogy—in fact, everything that we call “natu- 
ral science.” Science should be developed 
uniformly on all fronts, whether or not 
there is profit or military advantage to 
be derived from the developing. We need 
an all-embracing plan, organization and 
competent direction. 


If the Russians can evolve and carry 
out such a plan, so can we, and this without 
departing from the spirit of democracy, 
or the right of any business or university 
to carry on its scientific affairs as it 
pleases. 


Give us integrated research, social pur- 
pose and direction and we shall in 10 years 
make more discoveries than we have made 
in the last 50. And the discoveries will be- 
long not to patent monopolists, though they, 
too, will profit by the new knowledge, but 
to everybody—to physicians, astronomers, 
artists, ‘farmers, mechanics, above all to 
that small business man who has been 
crowded to the wall and about whom the 
Government is expressing so much concern. 


WILL ROGERS’ BRIGHT IDEA 


From the Christian Science Monitor. 


During the First World War, as now, the 
German submarine menace was destroying 
much Allied shipping. Many people were 
suggesting plans to eliminate the menace, 
but none of these plans was practical. A 
United States Navy man was discussing 
this state of affairs with Will Rogers, when 
the latter suddenly suggested his own plan 
for ridding the ocean of U-boats. 

“I'd set the Atlantic Ocean ablaze and 
burn ‘em all,” he said. 

“But how can you do that?” the Navy 
man asked. 

“Look, I can only give you the idea,” 
Rogers drawled, “You fellows will have to 
work out the details.” 


Mr. Beard Sums Up America 
In a Series of Conversations 


“The Republic: Conversations on Fundamentals,” by 
Charies A. Beard. (Viking Press, New York.) 


Here is a significant book, by a man who 
for almost a half-century has devoted his 
cascading energies and acute critical mind 
to the study of American history, politics 
and government, 

The book is a presentation of the Amer- 
ican constitutional system from the vantage 
point of the present. The approach is his- 
torical. Mr. Beard is saying throughout, 
“This is what the Republic means today.” 
He shows how such a stock phrase as “We, 
The People” has come to mean vastly more 
in 1943 than it did in 1787, when the Found- 
ing Fathers placed it in the preamble of the 
Constitution. From this beginning, Mr. 
Beard goes on to devote at least half his 
volume to considering the human rights 
Americans have enjoyed under their sys- 
tem, 

* * * 

As he examines freedom of speech, press 
and religion and the rights of American 
citizens, he shows how the wisdom of the 
Founding Fathers wrote these doctrines 
into our fundamental law and how in crisis 
after crisis, leaders such as Washington, 
Jefferson, Lincoln and a host of others pre- 
served these cherished values, 

Mr. Beard’s analysis of power in govern 
ment is penetrating and lucid. Contrary te 
a widely prevalent view that the division 
of powers among executive, legislative and 
judicial branches is the distinguishing char- 
acteristic of our Constitution, Mr. Beard 
holds that the co-ordination of these powers 
has been equally important and far more 
significant in making the American sys- 
tem workable. 

In one chapter, Mr. Beard subjects sev- 
eral of the plans for permanent world peace 
to a searching and at times devastating 
analysis, He forces his reader to look 
critically at the assumptions upon which 
these plans are based. Finally he comes to 
the conclusion that durable peace must be 
simple in plan and must leave much to fu- 
ture generations to work out for themselves, 
much as American political parties, leaders 
and the people of the Republic have solved 
their problems. 

. . « + 

Mr. Beard’s method for presenting his 
material is as old as Plato and as new as 
the latest quiz program. The use of this 
Socratic method has many advantages, the 
most important of which is that it enables 
him to present typical Americans as friends 
and acquaintances who raise the questions 
which all of us have raised many times. He 
in turn answers them, Some who like 
straight narrative and exposition will ob- 
ject to this method; others who like their 
intellectual pabulum a la quiz will find it 
entertaining. 

Those who talk glibly of the American 
way of life, democracy, the people's rights 
and other catch phrases will better under- 
stand these terms from reading Mr. Beard’s 
book. Each chapter or discussion can be 
read as an entity, and each in itself is 
challenging. However, the real challenge 
which pervades all of the volume is the ob- 
vious thesis that a people’s greatness and 
security will be determined by the degree 
of their historical-mindedness.

Beaumont today is in undisputed 
possession of first place in the Pub- 
lic High School football race after 
the Blue Jackets removed virtually 
all doubts that they are the class 
of the league by wa!loping South- 
west, 19 to 0, last night at Public 
Schools Stadium. 

The Blue Jackets have four 
victories with only two games to 
go, one of which will be played 
Friday night against McKinley. 
Beaumont closes its campaign 
against Cleveland Nov. 13 in what 
could be a championship contest 
depending upon what Cleveland 
does against Soldan tonight at the 
Stadium. Of course, if Soldan wins, 
then the Tigers may remain in the 
hunt for the title until the last 
doubleheader Nov. 20. Each of to- 
night’s contestants has broken 
even in two league games. 

But to get back to last night’s 
rout. It had been predicted that 
the game might be a free-scoring 
one because only once in 10 games 
had either team been shut out. 
Beaumont lived up to its advance 
notices all right, but Southwest 
failed to show the power that re- 
sulted in four previous victories 
and a tie. To give the Southwest 
backfield its due, though, the Long- 
horns were at a distinct disad- 
vantage on the heavy field, a con- 
dition which the weightier Beau- 
mont eleven found to its liking. 
Then, too, the Jacket line contin- 


ually outcharged Southwest and sen 


caused the Longhorns to fumble 
twice in the second quarter just 
when they were about to strike 
pay dirt. 

Fumbles by Schultz. 

Both of those fumbles came at 
the end of long completed forward 
passes. The first occurred on the 
second play of the second period 
after a scoreless first quarter.

On the 
next play, Schultz again was hit 
hard by the charging Beaumont 
line, and again he fumbled, the 
Jackets recovering. 

An angered Southwest team then 
halted the Jackets, but Steger’s 
quick kick to the Southwest 10 put 
the Longhorns in the hole once 
more. They made little impression 
against the forward wall and 
Schultz punted out to midfield. 
Emmett Sharkey then took the 
ball and scampered down the right 
side line through a broken field 
for 51 yards and a touchdown as 
the half ended.

CHICAGO, Oct. 26 (AP).—Base- 
ball Commissioner Kenesaw M. 
Landis reminded baseball clubs to- 
day that he would not approve any 
reserve contracts with players en- 
tering baseball employment while 
on vacation, leave or furlough from 
defense work or military service. 

Landis said “such procedure-only 
serves as an attempt to control 
such players’ services over the war 
period and is an abuse of the rule 
that such players do not count in 
the player limits.” 

The commissioner’s statement 
came after Al Zachary, owned by 
the Utica (N. Y.) Eastern League 
club, was selected by the Phila- 
delphia Phillies under a working 
agreement between the clubs. 
Zachary was listed on Utica’s ros- 
ter as “suspended—employed in de- 


;ifense plant.” ‘ 


Landis said: “Player Zachary 
must be, and hereby is, declared a 
free agent. Notice is also given all 
clubs that players must not be 
placed on the suspended list upon 
entering defense work or military 
service. If defense work, they will 
be placed ou the retired list on the 
player’s request; if military serv- 
ice, they will be placed on the na- 
tional defense service list.”

Rickey, referring to suggestions 
that Durocher took a salary cut, 
declared “I wouldn't advise anyone 
to go out on a limb on that.” Du- 
rocher reportedly received $30,000 
during 1943.

ployes to replace men who are 
about to be inducted. 

“I am informed that some local 
boards, on their own initiative, have 
granted occupational deferments 
to some Government employes 
without any prior request of the 
Government. Many of these defer- 
ments were obtained before the 
executive order establishing the re- 
view committee was issued. These 
deferments are now unauthorized. 
We are actively searching out such 
cases and when they are discovered, 
appropriate action is being taken. 

“The figures compiled by the re- 
view committee reflect the strict- 
ness of the Government’s policy on 
occupational deferments. 

“The Postoffice Department is 
the largest employer in the Gov- 
ernment after the War and Navy 
departments. It has 315,741 em- 
ployes, of whom 307,817 are located 
outside of Washington. These are 
the men who deliver the mail and 
operate local postoffices. No de- 
ferments have been sought by the 
postal authorities for any employes 
with the single exception of postal 
inspectors. These inspectors are 
engaged in highly skilled work re- 
quiring years of experience, They 
investigate postal frauds, check the 
accounts of the local postmasters, 
and do important w@rk for the 
Army and Navy. Only sixty-one 
men—all of them postal inspectors 
— have received deferments. 
Twelve of these 61 are fathers. 
The number deferred is, therefore, 
less than one-twentieth of 1 per 
cent of the total postoffice person- 


nel. 
“The postoffice certainly does 
not look like a ‘haven’ for ‘draft 


dodgers.’ 
Half of Rest Women. 


“Of the remaining Government 
employes nearly half are women. 
About 119,380 are men of draft age 
(exclusive of a few smal] agencies 
whose reports have not yet been 
submitted). Of these men, 25,537 
are single, 26,195 are married with- 
and 67,647 are mar- 
ried with children, 

“Let’s turn first to the 25,537 
single men. By Aug. 15, 1943, 3852 
had been classified by selective 
service in Class I and were await- 
ing induction, ready to go into the 
armed forces; 11,667 had been 
placed in Class IV as physically 
unfit for military service, and 1502 
had been given a Class III classi- 
fication by their boards because 
of dependency or hardship. No in- 
formation was available ag to the 
classification of some 2743. The 
wlack of information with respect 
to the classification of these em- 
ploye3 is due, in part, to the fail- 
ure of some individual employes 
to report promptly to the Govern- 
ment their induction or any 
change in their draft status, and 
to the delays involved in compil- 
ing figures received from the field. 
Occupational deferments had been 
received by only 6043. 


“ 


“T should like to analyze these 
6043 somewhat more in detail: 

“A. 1077 of these are in the 
Departnient of Commerce; 190 in 
the Bureau of Standards are en- 
gaged in scientific work of prime 
importance to the war; 139 in 
the Weather Bureau are meteor- 
ologists or weather observers; 
178 in the Coast and Geodetic 
Survey are engaged in explora- 
tion and mapping of coastal de- 
fense -waters; 554 in the Civil 
Aeronautics Administration oper- 
ate the network of Federa) air- 
ways used almost exclusively 
now by Army and Navy aircraft; 
13 in the United State Patent 
Office are physicists, chemists, 
and scientists, studying patents 
of potential value in this mech- 
anized war; three are bureau 
chiefs. 

“B. There are 1225 single men 
in the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation who are in Class II, These 
agents, investigate cases of es- 
pionage, sabotage, and subversive 
activities, and perform other 
duties so intimately related to 
the war that they might easily 
be considered members of the 
armed forces, 

“C. Another 1800 employed by 
various agencies and depart- 
ments are overseas, many in ac- 
tual combat zones. These con- 
sist mainly of employes of the 
Coast and Geodetic Survey chart- 
ing North Pacific waters, civil 
aeronautical personnel engaged 
in air traffic control and air- 
way communications, radio mon- 
itor operators, operating railway 
workers, F. B. I, agents, operat- 
ing and maintenance employes 
of the Panama Canal, _ tech- 
nicigns, engineers, pilots, mem- 
bers of the foreign diplomatic 
service and representatives of 
foreign economies agencies. 


“D. Among the other deferred 
are 132 radio operators and 
radio technicians in the Federal 
Communications Commission, 387 
engineers and geologists in the 
Department of the Interior, 352 
specialists in the Department of 
Agriculture engaged in the in- 
spection of food, the growing of 
guayule for rubber, in the pro- 
tection of our national forests, 
or in the protection of our farms 
against plant or animal disease, 
60 inspectors protecting our 
borders against illegal entry or 
smuggling; 60 scientists in the 
United States Public Health 
Service or the United States 
Food and Drug Administration; 
278 scientists, engineers, and 
chemists in the employ of the 
Tennessee Valley Authority en- 
gaged in construction of flood 
control dams and the building 
and operation of power plants; 
and 84 in the Maritime Commis- 
sion supervising our ship con- 
struction program. 

“This accounts for 5455 of the 
6043 deferred single men. The re- 
maining deferred employes occupy 
key positions In the various de-: 


partments and agencies. 

“If the normal experience of se- 
lective service holds true with this 
group, about 40 per cent would be 
ineligible anyway for military 
service by reason of their physical 
condition. 

“Non-production federal em- 
ployes abroad, i. e., those not en- 
gaged in actual production of war 
materials or facilities, are now be- 
ing individually examined by the 
review committee to make certain 
that those only physically unfit for 
military service or those possessing 
exceptional qualifications are 
granted continued deferment, 

“The same holds true of the 
26,195 married men without chil- 
dren in the Government employ. 
Of these 26,195 men, 5287 had been 
classified by selective service in 
class 1 and were awaiting induc- 
tion on Aug. 15, 1943, 6730 had been 
placed, in class IV as physically 
unfit for military service, and 5635 
had been given a class III classifi- 
cation by their boards because of 
dependency or hardship. No in- 
formation was available as to the 
classification of some 594, 

“The number deferred for occu- 
pational reasons—was 7949. Like 
the single men, they are all en- 
gaged in work essential to tha 
prosecution of the war and their 
cases have been carefully exam- 
ined by the Review Committee. 
Here, too, about 40 per cent would 
be found ineligible for military 
service by reason of¢their physical 
condition. 

“There are, besides, 
formed personnel running the War 
Shipping Administration training 
organization and 14,050 cadets re- 
ceiving training in the training or- 
ganization schools for service in 
the Merchant Marine, who have 
also been deferred. These men are 
not really part of the civilian es- 
tablishment of the Government. 


“Charges Unfair.” 

“The broad, over-all, unfounded 
ernment service are particularly 
unfair to our Federal personnel. 
I am convinced that they are 
anxious to put on their country’s 
uniform and that they have been 
kept, often against their will, in 
their present jobs. Their Govern- 
ment itself, and not the men as 
individuals, decided that they 
could be more useful to its war 
effort where they are. 


“This attempted discrediting of 
the public service is also unfair 
to the many who left the Govern- 
ment to enter the armed forces 
and who plan to return to their 
positions after the war. Unfortu- 
nately the statistics of those ex-em- 
ployes of the Government now in 
the armed services are incomplete, 
but their very number would si- 
lence the mudslingers. As of Jan. 
1, 1943, there were. 238,154 Federal 
employes in the armed services. 
The estimated number today is 
approximately double that amount 


—or about a half-million.”

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STEINLE QUSTED 
AS CITY INFIRMARY 
SUPERINTENDENT | 


Action Blocks Plan Which 
Would Have Made Him 
Assistant Hospital Com- 
missioner. 


Resignation of John C. Steinle as 
Superintendent of City Infirmary, 
5800 Arsenal street, at the request 
of Director of Public Welfare 
Henry 8. Caulfield blocked a plan 
which would have made him as- 
sistant hospital commissioner in a 
general shake-up of executives of 
the city’s hospital division. 

Steinle, who has been superin- 
tendent of the infirmary for two 
years, told a Post-Dispatch report- 
er he had no plans for the future. 
Neither Caulfield or Steinle’s im- 
mediate superior, Dr. Francis M. 
Grogan, hospital 
commented on his forced resigna- 


on. 

Administrative work of Steinle 
in improving conditions at City In- 
firmary resulted in his selection 
in a key part in a new plan for 
general hospital administration 
proposed by Henry G. Mohler, pres- 
ident of the St. Louis Hospital 
Council, and Dr. F. R. Bradley, 
superintendent of Barnes Hospital. 
Both are members of the Mayor’s 
Health and Hospital Advisory 
Committee. 

Mohler and Dr. Bradley, it was 
learned, felt that Steinle’s execu- 
tive ability could be _ effectively 
used in the supervision of other 
city institutions. The proposed 
changes, discussed last month by 
the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
gg arse and by Mayor Aloys 

Kaufmann would have shifted 
Dr. Grogan to his old job as su- 
perintendent of City Hospital and 
promoted Dr. Walter H. Hen- 
nerich, assistant hospital commis- 
sioner, to Dr. Grogan’s present of- 
fice. Steinle would have taken 
Dr. Hennerich’s place. 

The proposal, however, caused a 
division of opinion among mem- 
bers of the Hospital Advisory Com- 
mittee and some city officials. 
One member of the advisory com- 
mittee said Steinle’s removal was 
forced because of the plan to re- 
move Dr. Grogan as Hospital Com- 
missioner. It also was reported 
unofficially that Dr. Grogan felt 
that Steinle was disloyal to the 
department. 

Steinle, who received $2900 and 
keep, offered his resignation last 
June to focus public attention on 
“abominable conditions” at the in- 
firmary which he said were caused 
by low salaries paid employes. He 
pointed out conditions would be 
improved because of the compen- 
sation bill passed by the Board of 
Aldermen. 

Steinle was manager of the con- 
gumers’ co-operative coal yards 
last year, which distributed smoke- 
less fuel on a non-profit basis to 
needy families, but resigned be- 
cause of pressure brought by in- 
dependent coal dealers. His resig- 
nation as superintendent of the in- 
firmary becomes effective Nov. 7. 
He formerly was a case worker 
with the St. Louis Social Security 
Commission and was night admin- 
istrator of the Naval Hospital, San 
Diego, Cal., before coming to St. 
Louis.

Habeas corpus is a dead letter. 
The rights of individual Peruvi- 
ans consist in their right to ap- 
plaud. 
Jorge Basadre in his Promise of 
Peruvian Life condemns this sys- 
tem by indirection.

Intellectuals and even some con- 
servative politicians with whom I 
have spoken in Lima, are agreed 
that if Peru’s essential political 
and social developments, are to 
keep pace with the economic up- 
surge of the country, there must 
be an end of the oligarchy. The 
absolute power of that small nu- 
cleus of landowners, miners, sugar 
estate operators and bankers, who 
consider as their right the owner- 
ship and direction of Peru, must be 
broken.

They want 
a society sufficiently broad to re- 
ceive and absorb any elements of 
the Indian and Mestizo population 
which can. raise their heads above 
the adobe village level.

“South took me severely to task, 
claiming that I should have bid 
six no trump and that he would 
have fulfilled that contract against 
any defense. Was my bid wrong, 
and would six no trump have been 
any easier?” 

It would take a more severe critic 
than I to say that North’s six club 
bid was wrong. That contract met 
defeat only because of outrageous 
breaks. It is a fact, however, that 

no trump could have been made 

South. (Whether it would have 
been mad or not is more than I 
can say!) 

Assume West, leading against 
six no trump, makes the “neutral” 
lead of a heart. The ace and king 
are cashed. South enters his hand 
with a club and cashes the heart 
queen, discarding a diamond from 
dummy. He leads a club to the 
ace and gets the bad news. Now 
there is only one chance — a 
squeeze. South cashes the ace and 
king of diamonds, returns to the 
spade ace, and cashes the Q-J of 
clubs, discarding a diamond and a 
spade, West cannot stand the pres- 
sure. He must reduce to three 
cards. If he unguards the spade 
queen, declarer makes the king 
and 10; if West keeps the Q-8 of 
spades and the queen of diamonds, 
he is thrown in with a diamond 
and forced to return a spade to 
Geclarer’s tenace.

OLD weather calls for extra

becomes rough and chapped. The 
skin gets harsh, dry and scaly and 
it may crack when stretched ag in 
smiling. | 
_ Don't wash the face just before 
going out into a cold wind. Bathe 
it the night before with mild soap 
and lukewarm—not hot— water, 
and apply a cold cream containing 
lanolin to soften the outer dried 
skin cells. Some of the cream may 
be left on overnight. The next 
morning the face may be just 
rinsed with cool water. When you 
are going out into bitter weather, 
such as to a windswept lake for 
skating, protect the face with cold 
cream before powdering. 

The lips should also be protect- 
ed with cold cream—at night and 
before applying lipstick. A heavy 
creamy lipstick is a protection in 
itself. Don’t wet your lips fre-

NEW BRANCH of medical 
A practice is called “Psycho- 
somatic Medicine.” Psycho 
means mind and soul and somatic 
means body. The general idea be- 
hind these words is a very old 
one. The newest and rawest in- 
terne in the medical ward soon 
finds out that it is just as im- 
portant to know what the patient 
thinks about his disease as what 
disease he has. And, as some 
pundit said long ago, it is just as 
important to know what kind of 
a patient the disease has as what 
kind of a disease the patient has. 
I gather from many letters I 
get from my medical friends in 
the armed forces that the problem 
is even more acute in military 
practice than in civil life. A sol- 
dier in the army can always make 
a request to see a doctor— it 
doesn’t cost anyth apd the doc- 
tor is near at hand at all times. 
And a great deal of the time de- 
termining whether the psychic 
part of the soldier or the somatic 
part is really making the trouble. 
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HERE IS*A SOLDIER with a 
pain in the stomach. The doctor 
can’t see anything, and he can't 
feel anything, and the X-ray 
doesn’t show anything. There is 
no way on earth to prove that 
fellow hasn't got a pain, but the 
evidence is against it. Maybe his 
pain is just that he would like 
to get back to Ottumwa, Ia., again. 
Well, that’s all very natural and 
reasonable, but we have a war 
on our hands and we have to win 
it, and we need men to do it with. 

Of course some of the chronic 
complainers are easy to spot. You 
can cure them by putting them in 
the toughest and most hazardous 
post when a skirmish comes alongg 
Recurrent stomach aches have a 
way of cleaning up if the patient 
knows he will be under gunfire 
every time he has one, Some also 
are so physically sick that they 
are not fit for duty at all and 
might as well be sent home at once, 
But the point is that the duties of 
the medical officer are not all sim- 
ple and do not entirely consist of 
handing out sulfa drugs and doing 
operations, .

THERE IS ANOTHER feature 
of the case which is that funda- 
mentally soldiers of different na- 
tionality are trained in different 
psychologies. The Americans as a 
rule are given to overstatement, 
which flabbergasts an English sol- 
dier about half the time, and the 
English soldiers are given to un- 
derstatement, which makes the 
American think he is a cold nose. 

There is need for a great deal 
of anthropological psychology in 
the army among both officers and 
men, American parents push their 
children * forward, encouraging 
them to do stunts that often they 
are unable to dp, while the English 
parents repress their children and 
assign them the role of quiet spec- 
tatorship while their elders show 
off—say at cricket. 

The problem is going to be even 
more complicated when and if they 
get up against the Japanese, The 
Japanese boy has beén taught that 
any kind of boasting, or, display 
of pain is contemptuous, feminine 
and weak, Studies of the Japanese 
soldier when he is drunk show that 


‘he forgets all this family disci- 


pline easily and is underneath a 
show off. 

While we all belong to the same 
species we are quite a varied 
bunch of animals.

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She Helped Make Movie History 


Florence Turner, Now an Extra, Recalls Colorful Days of Early Movies.

HOLLYWOOD. 

HANDSOME woman in her 
A te fifties sat on the “Gas- 

light” set at MGM awaiting 
the “mob call.” 
hundred costumed extras support- 
ing Ingrid Bergman and Charles 
Boyer in a lush garden party se- 
quence. In any group this woman 
would have stood out. Many ad- 
miring glances were cast in her 
direction. 

“She must have been somebody 
once,” remarked Miss Bergman. 
Director George Cukor smiled. 
“You've certainly got something 
there,” he said |_ vaguely. It’s that 
way with most of the old-time stars 
now earning a living as bit players 
or supernumeraries on the sound 
stages. They come and go un- 
recognized, forgotten — but happy 
with their rich memories. . 

In this instance, the unrecognized 
big timer of old was Florence 
Turner, one of the brightest per- 
sonalities of a yesterday that 
mamed her the Vitagraph Girl. 
Three decades and longer ago she 
was greater than Befgman—great- 
er because there were fewer big 
stars in those times with whom to 
share top honors. 

Florence Turner has no regrets, 
“I don’t envy the stars of today,” 
she said, her eyes atwinkle. “They 
have the glory and draw the big 
money. But don’t think they had 
nearly the fun that we had.”

ISS TURNER ganced over the 

crowd of extras costumed in the 

period of 1880 London and re- 
called that on Aug. 25 and 26, 1907, 
she had heped make film history by 
appearing in the first costume pic- 
ture ever made.

She, herself, received $5 for writing 
the script. 

“My family were all theatrical 
folks,” said Miss Turner, “and I 
had been literally reared 6n 
‘Francesca,’ That is why the idea 
of making a movie of the play oc- 
curred to me. The screen version 
took me approximately an hour to 
write. The next day I presented it 
to J. Stuart Blackton, then presi- 
dent of the Vitagraph Company.”

HE war ig getting in her hair. 

Not that she minds doing all

J. Stuart 
Blackton was vice president. They 
had one property man, one scenic 
artist and one director. Their per- 
manent stock company consisted 
of Paul Pazer, Hector Dion and 

Miss Turner. 
“Sometimes in the morning I 
would portray an innocent young 
wife and in the afternoon I would 


be all done up as a dope fiend,” 


Miss Turner continued. “We had 
no extra talent. When crowds were 
required we simply went out and 
called in bystanders. The whole in- 
dustry was a family. There were 
no jealousies because there wasn’t 
time. If one of us had a leading 
role in the morning, we expected to 
play a bit part in the afternoon. 
Everything was share and share 
alike. 

“We were called upon to do ev- 
erything from arranging a theater 
booking to handing out the pay- 
roll. I remember one day when as 
Elaine in ‘Launcelot and Elaine,’ 
I was stretched out, supposedly 
dead on a bier of white flowers. 

“Suddenly Mr. Smith came run- 
ning into the studio and to my 
side. He needed $50 at once and 
couldn’t open the safe. I jumped 
from my burial couch and tore 
down to the office. I opened the 
safe, he took out his $50 and I 
went back to the business of being 
dead again.” 

All these memories and others 
make Florence Turner a_ very 
happy woman. It shows on her 
face. She can look at the stars of 
today and regret for them the 
things they have missed. 

“I wouldn't trade places with 
any of them,” she said. 

Miss Turner has never married. 
Her father died when she was a 
year old and ever since she has 
lived with her mother, Frances 
Turner, one-time famous actress 
with Booth and Barrett.

Mrs. Turner is in her late eighties 
they manage to see every change 
of program at the little Palms 
Theater, within walking distance 
of their house. 

Seven years ago, Miss Turner at- 
tended a preview of “Born to 
Dance.” In the lobby after the 
show, she came face to face with 
Louis B. Mayer, head of MGM 
studio. They hadn’t seen each 
other in 20 years. The greeting was 
effusive. 

“I'd like to have you come to 
work for me,” said Mayer. And so 
Miss Turner is now rounding out 
a seven-year contract at Mayer's 
studio. Next month she gets a new 
one—and a handsome raise.

OLE beans and slender little 

meaty bush beans are the kind 

that gardeners and the market 
offer in the fall. Both arg much 
more substantial in appearance 
than the flat ones common in the 
summer and have a richer flavor. 
Cooked until tender with a cube 
of salt pork or with butter, bacon 
or ham drippings, they are one of 
the most savory of vegetables. 

Savory Green Beans, 

One. and one-half pounds green 
beans, three slices becan, cut fine; 
one cup chopped onion, one-half 
teaspoon salt, few grains pepper, 
few grains paprika. 

Wash and remove strings from 
green beans; cut beans lengthwise 
and then crosswise. Cook until just 
tendler in a small amount of boil 
ing salted water (about 20 min- 
utes). Drain. Meanwhile panbroil 
bacon, using low heat, and onions 
when bacon is partially done and 
heat together until bacon is crisp 
and the onions are transparent. Add 
the bacon and onions to the hot 
beans; season with salt, pepper, 
and paprika and serve hot.

thirds cup milk, fold in two stiffly 
beaten egg whites; fill individual 
custard cups two-thirds full and 
bake in 350 degrees Fahrenheit 
oven thirty-five minutes. Serve 
warm or cold. Butter or fortified 
margarine used in all breads.
